News from Canada 


A successful course in medal making is nearing completion at The Mississauga Sculpture Studio in Ontario. 
Del Newbigging instructed the enthusiastic students as they created a uniface medal and a double-sided medal. The 
students modeled the medals in Chavant modeling clay, worked with plaster and rubber molds, made reverse plaster 
lettering and cast in modeling wax. 
A visit to Aricast Foundry in Georgetown included a tour of the foundry and a chance to deliver a finished wax medal 
to be cast in bronze. The course will be completed by a six week exhibition in The Gallery In The Hall at Sherway 
Gardens, a very popular shopping mall. This will be an educational exhibition showing the many stages of medal 
making as well as the finished bronze medals. The Mississauga Sculpture Studio is pleased to have sponsored 
this course and the opportunity to bring the art of the medal to the public.

Sculptor and Dancers Display "E/motions" 
in Unique Program! 


Tuesday, April 3, at the Cape Museum of Fine Arts, 
sculptor Heather Blume and dancers Catherine 
Batcheller and Joanne Callum Powers demonstrated 
how they use specific movements to evoke varied 
emotions in their creative expressions. Besides talking 
about their individual and contrasting approaches to 
performance, Batcheller and Powers also danced as 
Blume sketched their moves, a technique developed by 
the award-winning sculptor. Similarly, she also worked 
with clay. 


The program, called "E/motions: In Dance, In 
Sculpture," is part of the "Tuesdays with the Muse” 
series. The program took place at the museum's Hope 
McClennen Gallery on the campus of the Playhouse 
Center for the Arts, Route 6A, Dennis Village. 


Blume, a Cape Cod native, has her studio in Forestdale. 
She earned a BFA summa cum laude in painting at the 
University of North Florida and an MFA cum laude in 
sculpture at the Graduate School of Figurative Arts, 
New York Academy of Art. Working mainly in bronze 
and clay, she was recently honored for Work of Merit by 
the American Woman Artists at their exhibition in Santa 
Fe. 


After a two-year study of the human figure in drawing, 
painting and sculpting, she created an intriguing and 
locally popular series called "Open Doors/Open 
Windows.” "They are theaters-in-the-round,” Blume 
says, "which combine terra cotta figures representing 
muses, and textured, painted panels representing the 
subconscious mind." Each piece is an allegory for the 
transitional phases of life. 


Blume has exhibited widely and has received a number 
of commissions and awards. She is also listed in "Who's 
Who in American Art 2000." 


Important legal information 


Batcheller was a principal with the Birmingham Royal 
Ballet in England, where she made her 1994 debut as 
Lady Mary in the company premiere of Ashton’s 
"Enigma Variations." Now at Studio 878 in Chatham, 
she is co-founder and director of the WashAshore Dance 
Ensemble. Her classical repertoire includes lead roles in 
"The Sleeping Beauty," "The Magic Flute," and "The 
Nutcracker," among others. Besides making guest 
appearances in France, Italy and Germany, she 
performed at the Olivier Awards in 1995. A native of 
Maine, Batcheller trained at the Cleveland Ballet and the 
Washington School of Ballet under Mary Day. 


Powers directs the dance program at Cape Cod 
Community College, where she teaches choreography, 
modern dance, and dance history. She has a degree 

in expressive arts and is a Laban movement analyst 
trained at the Laban Center in New York City. 

A Brewster resident, Powers has performed for stage 
and television with the Marta Renzi Company, including 
the PBS series, "Alive from Off 

Center," directed by filmmaker John Sayles. 


Celebrating its 20th year with the opening of a $1.5 
million addition, the CMFA was recently hailed "a star 
museum" by The New York Times. Its charter is to 
"collect, conserve, study, interpret and exhibit works 
primarily by the outstanding artists associated with Cape 
Cod and the Islands." 


Heather Blume was recently contacted by the British 
Museum about purchasing her medal "CAPTIVE". 
Their curator of medals, Luke Syson saw it in the Fidem 
2000 catalog and thus decided to contact her in order to 
obtain it for their collection. She says that she was 
completely taken by surprise when she received the 
letter and is naturally thrilled and honored. This is her 
first museum purchase and know it means a real step 
forward in her career. She also hope it means there will 
be more of this nature to come.

American Numismatic Association's Summer Seminar 


For the ninth consecutive summer, the “Art of Engraving" 
will be offered at the American Numismatic Association's 
Summer Seminar on July 7-13th, 2001. The two-part course 
is a hands-on examination of the almost lost art of die- 
engraving and bas-relief sculpting for the production of coins 
and medallions. 

During the first summer session, students learn to sculpt and 
carve in plaster in coin-relief to produce an original that 
might then be reduced to produce dies for striking. 

They are invited back the next summer to engrave in steel and 
strike actual pieces from their dies. The course changes and 
evolves every summer, and guest instructors give demonstra- 
tions and lectures. The projects change every summer. 
Students also have the opportunity to hang a show of their 
work in the campus gallery; the opening on Tuesday evening 
has become one of the highlights of the seminar. 

This course is a great peek into the interesting world of 
numismatists. The "Art of Engraving’ is just one of the 
courses offered at the Summer Seminar, and maybe the best 
part of the seminar is the chance to meet and mingle with a 
very unusual group of hobbyists who are quite passionate 
about their hobby, coins. In addition the course is held on the 
beautiful campus of the Colorado College in Colorado 
Springs, and several evening excursions are offered in the 
area. It's absolutely beautiful there. Five students will be ac- 
cepted based on their work. 

I urge AMSA members to apply. The students receive a full 
scholarship, room and board, and a stipend, and they get to 
come back the next summer. It is a unique opportunity to 
learn in a magnificent setting.

WASHINGTON -- Give credit to Virginia Janssen of Allouez 
for providing a stage prop for the telling of world history in 
coming years. 

The front wall of a new press briefing room opened by the 
State Department earlier this week is decorated with an oval 
State Department seal designed and sculpted by Janssen, 
owner of Small Reliefs Studio in Allouez. 

The plaque -- 2 feet high and 3 feet wide -- is dominated by a 
world map and is similar in size and design to the official 
emblems used in the White House and Pentagon press brief- 
ing rooms. 

Janssen, who declined Wednesday to say how much she was 
paid for the project, was hired by C. Forbes, a 

Richmond, Va., company that was a contractor for the press- 
room. Janssen's reputation as a sculptor and designer also has 
prompted the U.S. Mint to ask her to submit new coin designs 
on a couple of occasions, but her works have never been se- 
lected. 

At Tuesday's dedication of the briefing room, Secretary of 
State Madeleine Albright officially named the facility in 
honor of the late Car] Rowan Sr., a newspaper columnist and 
former State Department spokesman who died in September. 
Rowan's son, Carl Jr., and Albright pulled away a blue cloth 
covering Janssen's plaque to mark the dedication.

We would like the membership to vote on this change to the bylaws. 


This amendment to SECTION 2: 
Annual and General Meetings should read: 


Amendment to Section 2: Annual and General Meetings 


An annual meeting of the membership shall be held in conjunction with an annual workshop or Festival of Medallic 
Art to be held at suitable sites, as the Board of Directors shall designate, during the month of May, June or July. 


This amends Section 2: Annual and General Meetings which now reads: 

An annual meeting of the Association shall be held during the second quarter of each year, but no later than the 
fourth Saturday of May, at such date, time and place as the Board of Directors shall designate, normally in the 
headquarters city of New York. General meetings will be held approximately four times a year at times and 
locations determined by the Board, usually in the headquarters city of New York. 


Please return the enclosed form with your vote to ratify this amendment.
